MOOSE RIVER, N. 8., Thursday, 
April 28.—The bitter ten-day under- 
ground battle of men against nature 
for the lives of Dr. D. E. Robertson 
and C. Alfred Scadding, timekeeper, 
ended in victory today when the shat- 
tered explorers of the old Moose River 
gold mine were rescued. 

The me were carried to the sur- 
face after being entombed by a cave- 


in since Easter Sunday--an under- 
ground imprisonment of 242 hours. 

They were placed on stretchers and 
rushed to an emergency hespital. 

Soldiers went to the shaft to bring 
out the body of Herman R. Mégill, 
who died in the underground prison 
last Sunday. 

The large crowd at the pithead 
which has waited anxiously since last 
Sunday for rescue of the men yelled 
hysterically when Dr. Robertson, 
wealthy co-owner of the mine, was car- 
_ried out of the rescue shaft at 10:44 
p. m. (Atlanta time). 

He tried to smile and wanted to 
stand, but the effort was too much 
for him. He had to lie down on a 
stretcher. 

Mrs. Robertson rushed to him, cry- 
ing for joy.

| Romantic Story of Opera ‘Aida’ 


By MOZELLE HORTON YOUNG. 

“Aida,” opera in four acts, with 
music by Ginseppe Verdi and libretto 
by Bey, de Locle and Ghislanzoni, 
will be the opening performance of 
Atlanta's brief opera season beginning 
at the Fox theater at 8 o'clock Friday 
night. The opera was first produced 
on December 24, 1871, at Cairo, 
Egypt, and received its first perform- 
ance in the United States on Novem- 
ber 26, 1873, at the Academy of 
Music, New York. Ismail Pasha, 
Khedive of Egypt, was to open a 
new grand opera house in Cairo at 
the time of the dedication of the Suez 
Canal. Naturally he wanted a new 
opera for the occasion, and Verdi be- 
ing one of the greatest masters of 
operatic composition then living, he 
requested him to compose a work, 
something dealing with the past 
randeurs of Egypt. Verdi named the 
ee of $20,000, a great sum for that 
time, but it was promptly accepted. 

Aida“ is the first work of Verdi's 
“mature” style. In it he did away 
with florid runs and trills and has 
written music appropriate to the ac- 
tion of the drama. He has skilfully 
introduced charming effects of the 
oriental both in his melodies and in 
the orchestration, realizing also that 
in presenting the life of ancient Egypt 
much pageantry was needed, for which 
he wrote rousing choruses of crowds 
of people and also exotie dances. At 
the same time there are well-drawn 
characterizations: Rhadames, bold and 
romantic, to be te by Martinelli; 
Aida, a simple and loving slave girl, 
portrayed by Dusolfma Giannini; Am- 
neris, in varying moods, haughty, 
angry, jealous, or in terror, to be 
— 7 by Dreda Aves; Amonasro, 
crafty, played by Carlo Morelli, and 
Ramfis, stern and pompous, to 
sung by Nino Ruisi; characters re- 
vealed in the music as well as in 
words. 


First Act. 

In the first act of Aida the curtain 
rises on a hall in the palace of the 
King of Memphis. amfis, high 
priest of Isis, is telling Rhadames 
that the Ethiopians are again advanc- 
ing against Egypt. Left alone 
Rhadames dreams patriotically of his 
country and ardently of his love for 
Aida in the beautiful aria, “Celeste 
Aida.” Ameris, daughter of the king, 
herself in love with Rhadames, en- 
ters, followed presently by Aida, the 
slave girl, and she realizes by Rhad- 
ames’ glance it is Aida he loves, and 
there follows a tense moment with all 
three trying to conceal their emo- 
tions. A messenger comes with the 
announcement the Ethiopians are ap- 
2833 the city under the leader- 
ship of Amonasro. “My father!” ex- 
claims Aida. The king appoints 
Rhadames leader of the army, and 
Amneris presents him with a banner. 
Aida, under the spell of love, forgets 
her country and enjoins him to “Re- 
turn Victorious.” 

The second scene of the act is in 
the temple, with Ramfis and the 
os and priestesses invoking the

Act two is laid in Amneris’ apart- 
ment. Amneris contrives to send all 
the slaves out of the room but Aida, 


then, pretending friendship, wins 
Aida’s confidence. Telling her that 
Rhadames has been killed, through 
Aida’s grief she learns of her love 
for Rhadames, which is further con- 
firmed by Aida’s joy when she learns 
he lives. Then Amneris tells Aida she 
herself loves Rhadames. . Aida is help- 
less, with Pharaoh’s daughter as a 
rival. She implores ‘mercy, but Am- 
neris pronounces death as her reward 
for having dared to be her rival, until 
music outside indieating the return 
of the hero suggests a more torturous 
revenge. 

In the second scene there is great 
festivity and pageantry at the return 
of the victorious troops and their lead- 
er, Rhadames. The king descends 
from his throne to embrace Rhadames, 
Amneris crowns the victor, and the 
king promises to grant any boon that 
he asks. The captives are brought in, 
one of them Aida's father, king of 
the Ethiopians, but they conceal his 
identity, Rhadames asks for the re- 
lease of the prisoners, and the king 
frees all but Aida and Amonasro. The 
king further blights Rhadames’ job by 
giving him his daughter’s hand as the 
great reward. 

: Third Act. : 

Act three shows a temple on the 
banks of the Nile on a moonlight nicht. 
Amneris and a priest come to pray 
for happiness in her approaching mar- 
riage. Aida also comes to the banks 
of the Nile, hoping for a last tryst 


with Rhadames, but unexpectedly sees 


her father. He persuades her te use 
her love for Rhadames as a means for 
finding out his military secrets so that 
Ethiopia can be saved. Reluctantly. 
she agrees and Amonasro conceals him- 
self. Rhadames comes on the scene, 
and, happy in a reunion with his love, 
they spend an écstatic time together, 
with Aida finally persuading him .to 
flee to Ethiopia with her, and learn- 
ing also of the plan of march of his 
troops. Hearing the plan Amonasro 
comes forward in triumph, though as- 


suring Rhadames he is guiltless, At 


this instant Amneris comes from the 
temple and in a rage denounces all 
three. Amonasro and Aida escape, 
but Rhadames remains to give him- 
self up to the high priest. 

Fourth Act. 

Act four shows a room in the pal- 
ace, on one side a door leading to 
Rhadames’ prison cell. Amneris de- 
cides to save him if he will promise 
to never see Aida again, but he refuses 
her and she is left to suffer while they 
take him to the judgment room ad- 
joining and she listens to the priests 
pronounce “death by burial alive.” 

The last scene shows the interior of 
the temple of Vulcan, above the tem- 

le proper, below the tomb where 
22 is placed to die. While he 
is thinking of Aida and praying for 
her happiness he looks up to find her 
in the tomb with him. Overwhelmed 
by the thought of her, too; meeting 
an untimely death, he tries in vain 
to move away the heavy seal of the 
tomb. While Amneris weeps and 
prays over the tomb of her beloved, 


the two lovers below resign all earth- 


ly hopes and embrace to await to- 
gether eternity.

“The legislature in 1935 passed an

FIREMEN TO STUDY 
DUST BLAST RISKS 


Georgia State Fire Col- 
lege in May. 


Dust explosion hazards in fire fight- 
ing will be discussed before delegates 
attending the Georgia State Fire Col- 
lege, to be held here May 6, by Dr 
David J. Price, of Washington, b. C., 
engineer in the bureau of chemistry 
and soils, United States Department 
of Agriculture. He also will discuss 
developments in farm and rural com- 
munity fire protection. 

Dr. Price is in charge of the chemi- 
cal engineering division of the bureau 
of chemistry and soils. He is chair- 
man of the dust explosion hazards and 
the farm fire protection committees of 
the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion. He is the author of the circular, 
“Dust Explosions During Fire Fight- 
ing,” which recently was published by 
the Department of Agriculutre. 

In his address before Georgia fire- 
men he will show how to test various 
dusts to determine whether or not 
they will explode, and will produce 
dust explosions using corn starch and 
similar products. Among typical fires 
with dust explosion hazards, according 
to the engineer, are those in grain ele- 
vators, wood-working plants, feed mills 
and aluminum powder plants. 

Increasing numbers of firemen are

Once I think I saved a man from 
being put before the firing-squad. It 
was after the armistice. A soldier 
had bought a piece of beefsteak in 
the market of a French village. He 
was a Ukrainian farmer-boy from the 
far west, if I remember well. He 
spoke to several persons in the mar- 
ket and finally. so he said, one wom- 
an, agreed to let him cook the meat 
on the stove in her home. He handed 
her the meat and followed.. Reaching 
the woman’s residence, which Was an 
outlying farmhouse, she slammed the 
door in his face and left him standing 
outside. He took his bayonet and 
forced the door. Then entered. What 
happened inside I do not know, but 
a charge was laid against him a few 
days later for “a crime against a 
civilian.” The French authorities de- 
manded the death penalty. Our colo. 
nel said to me: “The court-martial 
will consist of a general, two cap- 
tains, a sergeant, a corporal. and my- 
self. I will see to it that the other 
four men do not speak a word of 
French.

To listen to the com- 
plaints about it one might think it 
were a disease or a disability. Long 
distance diagnosis of course is not 
worth much, but in my time I’ve ac- 
tually examined some patients in per- 
son and of these approximately 50 
per cent, or if you insist on concrete 


facts say one of them didn’t have high. 


blood pressure although that was his 
own notion of what ailed him. 80, 


on actual experience, I estimate that 
at least half of the poor misguided 
creatures who complain of their “high 
blood pressure” are actually suffering 
from chronic congestion of the imagi- 
nation with thick-coming fancies, mor- 
bid fancies, fancies out of quack doc- 
tor bait. Sometimes I think it would 
be better for health if we could re- 
turn to the good old almafiac days 
when the quacks wholeheartedly de- 
voted themselves to purifying the suck- 
ers’ blood and didn’t go too deeply 
into the technical details. This high 
blood pressure phobia the modern 
charlatans have instilled into the 
minds of wiseacre readers is quite as 
injurious as the now waning “auto- 
intoxication” obsession, and just as ob- 
durate. I fussed and fumed for a 
good 10 years before any appreciable 
numbers of victims of the autointoxi- 
cation or “autotoxicosis” swindle 
would even listen; I expect the aver- 
age victim of the high blood pressure 
fancy who happens to read this will 
dismiss it as another example of the 
queer behavior of the conductor of 
this alleged health column. 

There are practically only two types 
of habits of breathing, chest breathing 
and belly breathing. The natural wa 
is belly breathing, for that’s the wa 
you ‘breathe when asleep or uncog- 
scious or narcotized by an anesthetic 
Chest breathing is unnatural; artifi- 
cial, cultivated under a misconception 
of fundamental physiology. From gen- 
erations of precept and example most 
of us consciously endeavor to breathe 
with the chest when we give any at- 
tention or thought to breathing, and 
this constant toy-soldiering interferes 
with the efficiency of breathing. 

Now it is merely my theory or no- 
tion, based on thinking between the 
lines of what real doctors and physi- 
ologists write and say, that our arti- 
ficially cultivated chest breathing hab- 
it is a considerable factor of diseases 
of the lungs, notably pneumonia and 
tuberculosis. On the other hand | be- 
lieve the regular practice of belly 
breathing may be a considerable factor 
in the prevention of these diseases.

For Demonstrations Against War

Thousands of college graduates and 


high school students left their class- 
rooms Wednesday to participate in 
the third annual demonstration against 
war, sponsored by the American Stu- 
dents’ Union. 

No accurate figures as to the num- 
ber taking part were available. Jas- 
eph Lash, national secretary of the 
union, however, estimated at least 


500,000 participated. 

For the most part the demonstra- 

tions were orderly, with college au- 
thorities giving their sanctions in many 
cases, 
One student was injured at Apple- 
ton, Wis., when police swinging night- 
sticks tried to prevent Lawrence I 
lege students from parading through 
the city. He was taken to a hospital 
with a gash in his head. 


Demonstrations at Temple Univer- 
sity and the University of Kansas also 
were marked with disorder. 

mass meeting at Temple was 
thrown into confusion when a flying 
wedge of husky young men, charging 
under a barrage of overripe tomatoes 
and bags of flour, overturned the 
speakers’ stand. 

At the University of Kansas a free- 
for-all fight broke out after a tear 
gas bomb was set off in the midst 
of 300 students. The fighting ceased 
when the dean arrived. ? 

Many prominent persons, ificluding 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and John 
W. Studebaker, commissioner of edu- 
cation, participated in the peace ac- 
tivities. ; 

A two-year “emergency peace cam- 
paign” was launched in Washington 
with the release of several thousand 
homing pigeons from the grounds of 
the Washington monument. They bore 
back to their native cities a message 
from Mrs. Roosevelt calling for indi- 
vidual responsibility in the mainte- 
nance of peace. 

The largest demonstrations were in 
New York city where 10,000 college 
students and 300 pupils from three 
large high schools attended mass meet- 
ings. 

At Union College, Schenectady, N. 
Y., an organization under the name 
“Veterans of Future Wars” satirized 
war by marching into the chapel bear- 
ing rifles. About 425 students, half 
the enrollment, attended the meeting.

Starting on his journalistic career 
about 53 years ago, Mr. Williams 
served an apprenticeship in many 
southern printing offices. At the age 
of 12 he was printer’s devil“ on the 
Crawfordville Democrat, where he 
„pulled“ one of the old style Wash- 
ington hand presses. _ 

Later he held positions varying from 
foreman of the composing room, adver- 
tising solicitor, circulation manager to 
editor of different papers. 


Mr. Williams was a lifelong demo- 
erat and he once said he had never 
voted anything but the democratic 
ticket since casting his first ballot 
as a youth. 

He had the distinction of being the 
first southern newspaperman to pre- 
dict the nomination of Alfred E. 
Smith for president by the democratic 
party in 1928. A year earlier an 
editorial he wrote about Smith found 
its way into the hands of Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, of New York, who 
read it*into the congressional record. 


“Uncle Jim” also was among the 
first to take an editorial stand against 
the Ku Klux Klan when it was a 
political power. 

Noted for his wit, Mr. Williams 
said once he had held only one public 
office—Greensboro city councilman— 
because he spoke: “too frankly and 
freely.” 

“When an editor begins to hold po- 
litical office,” he said, “his usefulness 
to the people is handicapped.” 

On the occasion of his 42nd wedding 
anniversary last December, Mr. Wil- 
liams observed that we old-timers re- 
gard marriage as an institution while 
many modern people regard it as a 
merry-go-round, They are alway; 
jumping on and off.” 

“Uncle Jim“ was the first newspa- 
per editor in Georgia honored with 
ceremonies commemorating a half cen- 
tury of service in journalism. At the 
time, several years ago, Greensboro 
businessmen gave a barbecue and spe- 
cial program in his honor. 

Besides his newspaper activities, 
Mr. Williams served for many years 
as a member of the board of trustees 
of the Eighth District A. & M. Col- 
lege and of the University of Georgia 
Medical School at Augusta. 

He is survived by his wife, three 
daughters and two sons, both of whom

Here Is the Third Installment of Embroidery Stitches. 


By FLORENCE La GANKE, 


Nancy had started a group of neigh- 
borhood girls in a needlework class. 
Most of the girls belonged to her Good 
Taste Club so they felt well acquainted 
and let their tongues run faster than 
their needles. 


In previous lessons the girls had 
been given two direction sheets with 
embroidery stitches on them. Today 
they are ready for the third sheet. It 
contains an interesting variation of 
the chain stitch, called cable chain, 
a zig zag chain, the always popular 
and tailored arrow head, a wheat ear 
stitch, and two edgings, one of the Ant- 
werp and the other the Armenian. 

By following the instruction given 
below you may procure the direction 
sheet with ite enlarged drawings show- 
ing just how the stitches are made. 

Nancy suggests that you practice 
making the stitches on a small piece 
of cloth, using rather heavy embroid- 
ery cotton in a strong color, say red. 
Then after you have mastered the 
making of the stitch you are ready to 
use it in a finer form on some nice 
piece of work, 

In making the cable the connecting 
etitch is taken first, then as the needle 
is brought up the thread is looped 
over it, the point is inserted at the 
point of the greatest length of the 
next link. Then the two stitches are 
repeated. 

In making the zigzag it is wise to 
draw two parallel lines very lightly. 
Then the links are made to stay with- 
in these boundaries.

The unsolved slaying of two Min- 
nesota editors, Walter Liggett and 
Howard Guilford, was discussed in a 
section which said: 

“Tt is impossible to arrive at a con- 
clusion other than that Guilford and 
Liggett were murdered with the ac- 
quiescence of authorities in Minne- 
apolis and Minnesota.” 

Clark Howell Jr., of The Atlanta 
Constitution, and Norman Chandler, 
of the Los Angeles Times, discussed 
the Atlanta and Los Angeles agree- 
ments to ban free publicity. They 
both declared the agreements have 
been highly successful. 

Resolutions commending the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer and the Louisiana 
daily newspaper publishers for court 
victories in cases involving freedom 
of the press also were proposed in 
the report.

Preservation of a free press oc- 
cupied most of the forenoon discus- 
sion.

Charles (Big Fitz) Fitzgerald, 60- 
year-old former convict; mun 
Bartholmey, former postmaster at Ben- 
senville, Ill., whose home was pointed 
out by Hamm as the hideout where 
he was held; Byron Bolton, who 
awaits sentence as one of the Bremer 
kidnapers; Arthur (Doc) Barker, 
serving a life term in Alcatraz. prison 
as one of the chief participants in the 
Bremer kidnaping: Elmer Farmer, for- 
mer tavern keeper at Bensenville, serv- 
ing 20 years in Leavenworth for a part 
in the Bremer crime. 

Two indictments were voted against 
the seven men—one charging conspir- 
acy to kidnap and the other transpor- 
tation of a kidnaped person in inter- 
state commerce. Under the law, con- 
viction carries a penalty ranging up 
to life imprisonment.
